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lL. At Visegrad, east of Sarajevo, a school for military sabotage agents was 
recently established. The school is directed by an unidentified young 
Slovene colonel who was a former partisan and a demolitions expert. 


2. On 4 March near Valjevo in the Vlasic Mountains, Yugoslav Government 
forces engaged in a skirmish with a large band, allegedly composed of 
Krizari and Cominformists.* Both sides suffered casulties, but no 
publicity appeared in the country. 


3- On the nights of 27 February and 1 March, encounters occurred between 
| Krizari and KNOJ patrols at Brcko (south of Osijek) and at Modrica (south 
of Odzak). Four KNOJ soldiers were killed, and the Krizari seemingly sus- 
tained no losses. 


. At Bosanska Krupa, (north of Banja Luka) and at Bosanzki Novi, the police 
(KNOJ ?) patrols were recently reinforced by 170 men to counteract the 
operations of the Krizari and the Cominformists in the vicinity.
